Drawings 

L The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the power steering system (claim 1), 
the upper oil chambers of the hydraulic cylinders (claims 1 and 6), and the lower oil 
chambers of said hydraulic cylinder (claim 1) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drav^ngs are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Regarding claim 1 : 

a. "said a power steering system" (line 12) needs to be changed to —a power steering 
system—. 

b. "the upper oil chamber" (Unes 14 and 15) needs to be changed to -an upper oil 
chamber—. 

c. "the lower oil chamber" (lines 17) needs to be changed to ~a lower oil chamber—. 

d. "said pump" (page 7, Une 1) needs to be changed to —a pump—. 

e. "an accumulator" (page 7, line 6) needs to be changed to —the accumulator-. 

f "said control switch means" (page 7, line 12) needs to be changed to —a control 
switch means—. 
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g. "said direction control valve" (page 7, lines 13 and 14) needs to be changed to 
—a direction control valve—. 
Regarding claim 2: 

a. "a pump" (line 2) needs to be changed to —said pump—. 

b. "an oil tank" (line 3) needs to be changed to -said oil tank—. 

c. "a control switch means" (lines 3 and 4) needs to be changed to -said control 
switch means—. 

Regarding claim 4, "a bump" (line 4) needs to be changed to -the bump-. 

See same deficiency in claims 6 (line 7) and 7 (line 3).
